And he that has imbib'd this Faith, may well be thought ever |, 
prone to Rebellion, 

The Council of Lateray under Pope Innocent II ex. 
preſly Ordains, that in caſe any Prince be a favourer of- 
Hereticks, after admonition given, The Pope ſhall diſcharge 

"his Subjefts from theiraAllegiance,and ſhall give aWway his K ing- 
dom to ſome Catholick,, that may root ont thoſe Hereticks, and 
poſſeſs his Kingdom Without contradiftion. *Tis obſervable,that 
this Pope was himſelf a depoſer of Kings , namely of Joby 
: King of Exg/and, and of Orho IV. the Emperor , andalſo 
that this Council which made Rebellion a Duty, was the firſt 

that made Tranſubttantiation an Article of Faith, 
Next for the Bulls and Decrees of your Popes, which 
Bellrm. in according to Bellarmine are ſufficient to make that to be fin 
-——{_ © which is not ſin, or not to be ſin whichis fin : it would be tedi- 
= ous to inſtance in all that could be produc*d to this pur-

E From Gregory VII. downward. ſuch a Trade was driven

as well as the reſt of his Book, Pope Pims IV. has madetb. in Trof. 
Authentick by bis unerring Approbation, 

Laſtly for your Divines, They have generally own'd it , 
and many of them have written large Books in defence of 
t. We donottell youthis as news, for your Clergy-men 
know it already ;, but that your Laity may not be ignorant 
of it, we hall quote them ſome few of the greateſt Do. 
ors of your Church in this Age, And we ſhall leave 
itypon you to ſhewthem, when and where they were con- 
demned, what Juſtice has been executed on the Perſons, 
hat Index Expurgatorims bas cenſur'd the Writings of 
theſe Authors, Nay, if you deal honeſtly, you cannot but 
confeſs, that their Works are-generally approved, and that 
their Perſons are had-in admiration among you that are the 
Suides of the Lay-mens Conſciences.
